WASHINGTON. Sept. 24.—A. Rustem Bey, the Turkish Am- 
bassador, today informed President Wilson that he has not altered 
the views he recently expressed in a published interview and that 
he wil leave the United States within a fortnight. 

The Ambassador refused to discuss his action further than 
to say he asked his Government for leave of absence, whicn he 
was certain would be granted, and would depart for Constantinopte | 
within ten days. 

The announcement of his withdrawal, though not unexpected, 
caused a profound sensation in diplomatic circles.

BRITONS SWOOPED 
FROM MIST UPON 
ZEPPELIN HANGAR 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, Sept. 24.—Two squadrons uf 


British naval airmen made a daring raid 
yesterday from Belgium against the Ger- 
man Zeppelin airship bases at Dussel- 
dorf and Cologne. The attack upon Dus- 
seldorf was officially reported as having 


been successful. Lieut. C. H. Collet 
dropped three bombs there on a Zep- 
pelin shed, sweeping down wpithin 400 
feet of his target. 

The attack on Cologne apparently 
failed of its object; as the official an- 
nouncement fails to mention it. An Ant- 
werp paper, however, says four bombs 
fell on the Zeppelin camp at Bickerdorf, 
near Cologne, and set fire to the han- 
gars. The squadron making the raid into 
Germany is believed to have consisted 
of five aeroplanes, with a navigator and 
an assistant in every machine.

Aisne Battle Takes Character of Man- 
churian Con flicts—Entrenchments 
Guarded by Barbed Wire Entan- 
glements and Hidden Machine 
Guns Make Advances Slow.

PARIS, Sept. 24, 2:55 P M.—The allies have advanced con- 
siderably along their western wing, occupying the town of Pe- 
ronne, despite desperate resistance, according to the official an- 
nouncement of the French War Department this afternoon. 

At the eastern end of the battle line in France there has been 
heavy fighting on the River Meuse, the allies alternately advanc- 
ing and retiring. 

The text of the official announcement follows: 

‘‘First—On our left wing, between the River Somme and 
the River Oise, our troops have advanced in the direction of 
Roye. A detachment occupied Peronne and held this position — 
‘in spite of a spirited attack on the part of the enemy. == 

‘‘Between the river Oise and the river Aisne, the enemy | 
continues to maintain important bodiés of troops, well en- « 
trenched. We have made a slight advance to the northwest 
of Berry-au-Bac. 

‘*? On the center, between Rheims and the Argonne 
district the situation shows no change. To the east of Argonne 
aud on the heights of the Meuse, the enemy has continued his 
attacks, delivering them with especial violence. The fighting — 
continues, accompanied by alternate retirements at certain 
points and advances at others. 

‘‘On our right wing there has been no change of impor- 
tance. 

‘‘In the region of Nancy and in the Vosges certain de-

- Not Begun,”:Correspondent Says 


_ LONDON, Sept. 24.—Interest in the fighting today, says the Bordeaux

‘*To the northeast of Verdun,’’ the correspondent continues, ‘‘east of 
the Meuse heights and in the direction-of Mouilly and Dampierre, their 
furious attempts have failed. In the south of Woevre they hold line posi- 
tions running through Richeceurt, Seicheprey and Gironville.. The general 
situation remains unchanged. . 

‘ ‘¢On the left and center the Allies have the best of reasons for confi- 
dence in the result of the battle. Let there be no mistake; the enemy is 
going to give serious trouble along the line, where, with-striking reeuper- 
ative power, they managed to gather their routed hordes, fleeing from the 
battle of the Marne. 

_ **A& week has elapsed since it first became clear that, although forced 
to abandon successive positions prepared for defense, the enemy had found 
to the north of the Aisne, north-northwest of Rheims, formidably prepared 
fortified positions, upon which they might hope to maintain themselves for 
many days while their own troops were recovering from the retreat, and 
while the fire of victory among the allies was burning out. | 

‘<The positions, enormously strong by nature and dominating the val- 

‘Jeys and the towns, have been turned into regular fortresses. The line of 
trenches, built with science and the solidity of permanent works, are 
eovered by flanking trenches bristling with mitrailleuses and reinforced 
by masses of barbed wire and blockhouses, whose quick firers and mitrail- 
leuses sweep the whole front. To the rear of these works, the heavy ar- 
itllery is placed in position, and from its fire such places as Soissons and 
Rheims have suffered great damage. 

‘“Most of the work on this line wag finished while the battle of the 
Marne was still in progress. The allies did their best to prevent its com- 
pletion, and there has been some desperate fighting along the Aisne. Gal- 
fant rushes have been made toward the trenches, and fierce hand-to-hand 
struggles have taken place upon the top of the Craonne plateau, the side 
of which rises like a cliff against the allies. 

‘* Attack and counter attack succeeded one another while the endan- 
gered Crown Prince’s army has been picking a way out of a difficult coun- 
try into a still more awkward position, On our right, the enemy’s army 
has been seeking for an opening or a weak link in the chain of forts be- 
tween Toul and Verdun. 

‘*The allies, for their part, have been progressing slowly upon the 
enemy’s right, pushing up a wedge into the center between Rheims and 
Argonne. Still the actual battle of the Aisne has not yet begun. There 
has already been enough fighting to constitute half a dozen battles, but 
only the preliminary stages of the big struggle have been reached. Ths 
railways on both sides are woe troops along the front, the Germans 
coming from Lorraine, the British from the whole empire, and the Frencn 
from the south and west. 

**Meanwhile, the siege operations continue. The deceptive Inl] which 
preceded the battle of Liao-Yang has fallen upon the field.

Falling back from Jaroslau, the Aus- 
trians will have always to guard 
against the possibility of being en- 
veloped by Cossack cavalry and cut off 
from Tarnow. If the retreat is a rout, 
they may be captured or destroyved 
along the miry roads they are follow- 
ing. In any event, an enemy so shaken 
as to be unable to defend the San bar- 
rier will hardly reach Tarnow in an 
improved state after a long, difficult, 
harassing retreat. 

In the larger way the Austrian disas- 
ter at Jaroslau is even more impressive 
than at Lemberg. It proves that, 32 
month after the earlier defeat, it has 
not recovered its fighting power, has not 
pulled itself together sufficiently to de- 
fend a position 10 times as strong nat- 
urally as that which the German army 
was able to hold six days after it had 
been defeated and compelled to with- 
draw from the Marne to the Aisne. 

In Desperate Case. 

There is, then, a good prospect that 
the Austrian field army, in its present 
retreat, may be wholly disorganized, 
practically destroyed as a fighting 
force, before it comes home at Tarnow 
or Cracow. Outnumbered, demoralized 
by successive disasters, undermined by 
Slav sympathies, attacked by the dis- 
eases which always afflict badly 
trained and improperly equipped troops, 
the plight of this Austrian field force 
is plainly becoming more and more des- 
perate. 

The consequences of these defeats are 
geen in the changed political situation in 
Rome and in all Palkan States. Just 
before Lemberg, Turkey and Bulgaria 
seemed on the point of joining the dual 
alliance. German officers were at Con- 
stantinople. Rumanta and Italy were 
neutral and seemed determined to re- 
main neutral. But after Lemberg, which 
gave Russia controi, not only of Eastern 
Galicia, but of Bukovina, half of whose 
population is Rumantan, the Bucharest 
demand to take the field with the allies 
of Russia became insistent. Italy began 
to ferment. Bulgaria grew cold to Ger- 
man intrigue, Even the Turk pushed his 
sword back, and resigned himself to in- 
glorious pes.ce. 

Neutrals Are Tempted. 

After Jarosiau, all this agitation is 
bound to grow.

So far as the Military aspect of the 
situation is concerned, the Russian 
sweep goes on, slowly but steadily. Cra- 
cow reached, it would be in fact at the 
frontier of Germany, for Cracow is rath- 
er the sentinel of Silesia than Hungary.

Menace to Germany.

But 
it is not longer to be doubted that Aus- 
tria alone cannot hold the Russian 
masses, cannot keep’ the fleld against 
them. What Lemberg began, Jaroslau 
continued with a vengeance. Looked 
at with eyes most favorable to the Ger- 
mans, it is difficult to see how they can 
hope to postpone for many weeks more 
the arrival of the main Russian army 
on their boundaries. It may come soon- 
er, too, if the Italian, the Rumanian.

assist. 

Meanwhile the effect of the Russian 
victory at Jarosiau on the western op- 
erations will be watched with interest, 
and that effect may be considerable. 
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BEL IANS ORDERED. 
TO TAKE OFF THEIR 
HATS TO GERMANS 


LONDON, Sept. 24.—The Official Press 
Bureau has made public the copy of a 


proclamation said to have been issued 
by Maj. Dieckmann, commanding the 
general forces of the Germans in the 
commune of Grivegnee, a suburb of 
Liege. The proclamation ordered all in- 
habitants to give up arms or explosives, 
saying: 

“Whoever does not do this will 
liable to the penalty of death; he will be 
shot immediately or otherwise executed 
unless he can prove he is not to blame.” 

Th inhabitants of the commune are 
ordered to be indoors at nightfall and to 
keep their doors shut. ‘Resistance to 
orders,” the proclamation says, “entails 
a penalty of death.” 

“All Opposition to Be Punished.” 

The third section says: “The com 
mandant must not meet with any diffi- 
culties. When domiciliary visits are 
made all rooms must be thrown open 
on summons. All opposition will be se- 
verely punished.” 

After stating that the inhabitants of 
certain villages will be permitted to re- 
turn to their homes, the proclamation 
kavs the Burgomaster must furnish a 
list of persons who are to be kept as 
hostages and that the list is, to be 
changed every day. 

‘The lives of these hostages,”’ says the 
proclamation, “‘are at stake if the popu- 
lation does not keep quiet under all cir- 
cumstances. I shall select outside the 
ists given me persons who from noon 
of one day to noon of the next day will 
have to stay as hostages. If a relieving 
hostage does not appear punctually the 
first hostage will be detained another 
°4 hours in the fort. After the second 
*: hours he may be shot if his substitute 
does not appear.

aRITISH TELL HOW 
SHFLL FELL UPON 
GERMAN WOUNDED 


Admiralty Says Sailor Was Ex- 
asperated Because Enemy Was 
Firing on Rescuers. 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, Sept. 24.—The British Ad- 


mir@ity has issued a formal reply to the 


statement given publicity by the Ger- 
man Minister at Copenhagen that Brit- 


ish officers flred on drowning German 
sailors after the naval engagement off 
Heligoland, Aug. 3%, and that a British 
shell was thrown into a lifeboat con- 
taining German survivors of this fight: 

The Admiralty admits the charge that 
the shell was thrown, but explains the 
circumstances as follows: 

“Every effort was made to save life 
until a German cruiser of the Stettin 
class appeared on the scene and opened 
a heavy fire on the British destroyers 
and their small boats. The destroyers 
were forced to retire in order to avoid 
destruction. The Goshawk removed her 
men from her boat, leaving it to Ger- 
man prisoners, nearly all of whom were 
wounded. 

Projectile Couldn’t Have Exploded. 

“It is to be regretted that a bluejacket 
on the forecastle of the Goshawk, ex- 
asperated at the inhuman conduct of the 
German cruiser, threw a projectile which 
could not possibly under the circum- 
stances have exploded into this small 
boat as it drifted past his ship. 

“This no doubt is the incident re- 
ferred to by the German Minister at 
Copenhagen. It can not be defended, 
but the act was done under considerable 
provocation, and it was surely a trivial 
offense compared to that of the Ger- 
man cruiser, which fired many shells at 
the boats of British destroyers while 
they were engaged in humane and chiv- 
alrous action.” 

Dealing with the rescue by the British 
submarine 24 of the occupants of two 
boats, which the destroyer Defender had 
been obliged to abandon under heavy 
fire, the Admiralty says: 

“After covering the retreat of the de- 
stroyer the submarine returned to the 
boats and removed the British officers 
and men and three Germans, The sub- 
marine might well have taken another 
German officer and six unwounded men 
prisoners, but as the two boats con- 
tained 13 very badly wounded Germans 
he humanely left the German officer 
and the six men who were not hurt to 
eare for them and navigate the boats. 

Provided Germans With Feod. 

‘Before leaving the submarine saw 
ithat these. boats were provided with 
water and biscuits and a compass and 
it gave the German officers their posi- 
tion and the course to Helgoland. The 
officers and. men of the destroyer De- 
fender stripped themselves of every- 
thing but their trousers, tearing up their 
clothes to serve as bandages for the 
wounded Germans.” 

Regarding the allegations that Ger- 
mans fired at German sailors who were 
in the water, the admiralty says there 
are many British naval officers and men 
who actually saw officers of the Ger- 
man cruisers Mainz and Koenigin Luise 
fire at their own men in the water, pre- 
sumably because they were of the opin- 
‘on that they were prematurely desert- 
ing their posts. ‘‘There are many men 
in our hospital, the admiralty continues, 
whose wounds testify to the accuracy 
of the German officers’ fire. 

“Out of 350 men saved from the Mainz, 
about 150 were picked up swimming in 
the water. Many of them had been 
wounded by revolver bullets. The re- 
200 could not be 
jump overboard. They were taken off 
by a destroyer which laid alongside just 
before the Mainz went down.”’ 


French Major With 31 Men 
Won’t Surrender; Is Killed 


ANGOULEME, via Bordeaux, Sept. 24 
—The family of Maj. C. Dupont of the 
artillery, has received news of his he- 
roic death in a recent action. With a 
regiment 700 strong he received orders 
to take*a position in a meadow near a 
town. There was a dense fog at the 
time through which ominous rumblings 
were heard, but Maj. Dupont’s instruc- 
tions were urgent. All his men stood 
at their posts waiting. Suddenly the fog 
lifted and revealed a company of Ger- 
man quick-firers within 160 yards of 
the French position. In a few seconds 
all except two officers and 3 men had 
fallen before the storm of shot. 

Maj. Dupont was among those un- 
scathed. The German Captain  ap- 
proached and asked for his surrender 
But Maj. Dupont declined to yield. He 
sprang to a gun beside which his gun- 
ners lay dead and trained it upon the 
enemy, but before he could fire a bullet 
stretched him across the gun, mortally 
wounded. 


Troops Reach River Between 
the San and Cracow. 


NEW YORK, Sept. %4—Col. Golejew- 
ski, Military Attaches to the Russian 
embassy, issued today at the Russian 
consulate here the following statement 
sent by his superiors at Petrograd:

It pro- 
tects the Russian sources of supply and 
prevents any outflanking movement 
against the army of attack, which al- 
ready, according to news in London, is 
beginning to operate in the direction of 
Posen and Breslau in Germany.

Three Lost Cruisers Had Been Pa- 
trolling Same Waters for Weeks. 
LONDON, Sept. “#—A Harwich dis- 

patch to tho Central News says it ‘s 

leorned from reliable sources that the 

death roll of the British cruisers Abou- 
kir, Hogue and Cressy will be about 

1400. Survivors explain that the ships 

were sunk in so brief a period of time 

it seemed like a nightmare. 
One of the crew of the Aboukir said 
he was in the water about four hours. 

In his opinion, all the men between 


decks must have gone down with aoe 


ship. He thought that for the last 
three weeks the submarines of the 
enemy had been observing the cruisers, 
waiting for a fine day to risk a tor- 
pedo shot at them. They must have 
known that the cruisers were patrolling 
the same waters for weeks and, seeing 
their opportunity, grasped it. 

The catteen steward of the Hogue 
was on the deck when he heard an 
explosion and saw the Aboukir with a 
decided list. In a few moments the sea 
was dotted with heads. The Hogue 
had just lowered boats when she re- 
ceived a blow which shook the ship, 
her stern seeming to go down. Then 
e periscope was seen traveling very 
rapidly and the bow gun fired at it. 
The periscope disappeared, but whether 
the submarine descended of her own will 
or received her quietus he did not know, 
At that moment the Hogue received 
another shock and began to keel over. 
SVithin a quarter of an hour the waves 
were washing about their feet, and Capt. 
Nicholaon sang out “every man for 
himself.”’ 


FletiNia of Destroyers Left Cruisers 
Just Before Attack. 
LONDON, Sept. 4.—The correspondent 
of the Daily Mail at Harwich says the 
‘“Hlowing has been gathered from sur- 
\Ivors as to what the cruisers Aboukir, 
“ogue and Cressy were doing at the 
time of the disaster Tuesday morning: 
‘The three cruisers were steaming in 
a line ahead, somewhere in the North 
Sea. Their speed was about seven knots 
and their distance a mile apart. Thev 
were on patrol duty. A flotilla of de-

The startling success of German sub- 
marines in the late North Sea engage- 
ment bas reminded naval critics forcibly 
of the warning words of Rear Admiral 
Gir Percy Scott, who said last summer, 
before the beginning of the war: 

“In my opinion, as the motor vehiele 
has driven the horse from the road, so

Aeroplanes Aid Them. 
What Conan Doyle told in popular 


form Sir Perey Scott told from the view- 
point of an acxnowleged naval expert, 
when he wrote, in the London Times 
_ June 5 last: 

“If we go to war with a country that 
is within the stmking distance of sub- 
marines, I am of >pinion that that coun- 
try will at once lock up their dread- 
naughts in some safe harbor; we shall do 
the same. Their acroplanes and airships 
will fly over our country. They will 
know exactly where our ships are, and 
their submarines will come over and de- 
stroy anything and everything that they 
can get at. 

“We shall, of course, do the same, but 
an island with many harbors and much 
shipping is at a great disadvantage if 
the enemy has submarines.”’ 

The menace of the submarine, to a 
costly naval establishment such as that 
of Great Britain, lies in the fact that 
one of these little craft, built in a few 
months, costing from $400,000 to $660,000 
with a crew of a dozen or twenty men, 
can send to the bottom the largest bat- 
tleships known, costing as high as $9,000,- 
000, and carrying 700 to 900 men. The 
three comparatively old ships which 
were sunk by the German submarine 
cost $4,000,000 each, and Carried 2200 men 
in all. The submarine, the U-9, car- 
ried but 12 men.

The Engitsh loos ete a. teks t> 
take much of the impressiveness out of 
the remark of Winston Churchill, who 
said im a public Speech, a few nights 


ago, that the British navy would get the 
German navy out if they had to be dug 
out, “like rats out of a hole.”” How this 
“digging” can be accgmmplished, without 
the destruction of the diggers, now ap- 
pears a serious problem. 

Great Britain and France have sub- 
marines—in fact, they introduced them 
in 1900, and Germany did not take them 
up until 199%. At first the “submersi- 
bles,” as they were called, had names, 
such as the French Vendemiaire an4 the 
American “Adder.” Water, the custom 
of designating these craft by letters and 
numbers came into use. The different 
letters usually stand for slightly differ- 
ent types of construction, the numbers 
merely for the order in which they were 
buflt. 

A few submarines, with the ald of de- 
stroyers or other swift craft, can lay an 
ambush for a dreadnaught. The de- 
stroyer has simply to lead the bigger 
ship within casy range of the unseen 
submarines, and the rest Is easy. Re- 
cent experiments have shown that even 
ships in a protected harbor are not 
safe from submarines, as they have been

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ERMAN CRUISER 
GHELLS MADRAS: 
BIR INDIA SEAPORT 


Two Oil Tanks Set Afire and 
Houses Are Hit in 15- 
Minute Cannonade. 


ter's Telegram Co. from Madras, India, 
dated Wednesday, describes an attack of 
the German cruiser Edmen on that port. 


It says: 

“The German cruiser Emden appeared 
off Madras Tuesday evening and shelled 
the city. Two oil tanks were set alight 
and are still burning. The telegraph of- 
fice and some houses on our harbor were 
also hit, but the damage generally is 
slight. 

“On our guns replying the cruiser 
ceased firing, extinguished her lights and 
disappeared. 

“The whole engagement lasted 15 min- 
utes. There was little or no excitement 
and only three Indians were killed.” 


Madras is a seaport of British India, 
the seat of government and headquar- 
ters of the Madras army. It is the 
third seaport of India, ranking after 
Bombay and Calcutta. Among the prin- 
cipal buildings are the cathedral, the 
Scotch church, Government House, Sen- 
ate House, Memortal Hall and Chepak 
Palace, formerly the residence of the 
Nawab of Arcot, but now containing the 
revenue offices.

LIVE FOR WEEK IN 
A WINE CELLAR 


They Are Driven Out of Insan- 
itary Rheims Building to 
Prevent Epidemic. 


LONDON, Sept. 24—Ward Price, spe- 
cial correspondent of the London Daily 
Mail, in a dispatch today from Rheims, 
says an English member of a cham- 
pagne firm expelled 4000 refugees from 


the cellars, thus preventing an almost 
certain epidemic. 

‘‘Imagine,’’ said the Englishman, ‘40909 
people of all ages, of both sexes, with 
nothing but a blanket or two for cov- 
ering, living for a whole week, night 
and day, in empty cellars intended mere- 
ly for the storing of champagne an 
ventilated naturally only sufficiently for 
that purpose, entirely without sanitary 
accommodations. 

“Conditions down there were frightful. 
There was another cellar below the one 
into which I went, and there were more 
people there. They wanted me to z 
down and speak to them, but I wouldn't. 
They gathered about me as I went in. 
but I made them all go over to one sid. 
and made them a little speech. 

“However, they wouldn’t budge, so I 
went to see the General. He was a little 
doubtful about it being safe for them t>5 
come out. The bread line had been 
broken up in the morning and the peo- 
ple sent horne because shells had begun 
to fall In the streets again. 

“If you don’t clear them out of those 
cellars at once, General,’ I said, ‘You’! 
incur a far heavier responsibility. Yo. 
will have 100,000 deaths in your depart- 
ment and maybe an epidemic of typhoi4 
or cholera.’ 

“The General sent eight gendarmes 
with fixed bayonets and we cleared them 
out. Now we're going to have the piace 
soaked with disinfectants."’

Powerless Against It 


‘Simon Lake, Connecticut Genius, Predicts That 
_ Higher Speed Engine Will Enable Under- 
water Craft to Rule Ocean. 


| Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
| BRIDGEPORT. Conn., Sept. %4—‘*The 
‘sinking of three British cruisers by Ger- 
iman submarines in the North Sea fur- 
'nishes an argurment in favor of the abo- 
jlition of mammoth fighting ships,”’ said 
'Simon Lake, inventor of the Lake sub- 
imarine torpedo boat, last night, to a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent. ‘This ‘s 
not the first engagement of the kind 
reported during the present war, and 
it will not be the last. I believe that 
before the war is ended naval experts of 
all the world Powers will be ready to 
concede that the day of the dread- 
inaughts has gone by. 
| “It is very probable that this latest 
‘feat of the Germans was accomplished 
iby a single craft of the submarine type. 
“A modern fighting ship such as the 
Tiger or the Valiant, two of the latest 
adjuncts to Great Britain’s navy, costs 
in the neighborhood of $10,000,000 to build 
and equip. The ships fust reported to 
have been sunk are older and smaller, 
but cost, nevertheless, several millions. 
A modern submarine torpedo boat can 
be constructed for $500,000, and may be 
completely manned by a crew of 25, as 
compared with 1000 men for each of the 
pattleships. The conclusion is obvious.’’ 


Can Aim Accurately. 


When asked regarding the manner in 
| which the submarine attacked the Abou- 
kir and her sister ships, the local in- 
ventor replied: ‘‘Each of the latest type 
of under-water craft bas a supply of 
eight torpedoes, self-propelled, capable 
of attaining a speed of 40 miles an hour. 
and steered by what is known as a gvro- 
scopic steering apparatus, that prevents 
any deviation from the course marked 
out for the projectile. A submarine boat 
could discharge one of these torpedoes 
at a point about two and a half miles 
from its target, and in three minutes the 
torpedo would have covered the inter- 
vening distance. Periscopes, range-find- 
ers and torpedo-directors enable the 
crew of the submarine to direct the mis- 
cile with a precision as neat as that at- 
tained by gunners on .land. 

‘There is only one feature of the sub- 
marine boat that needs attention at this 
time, and that Js its speed. The internal 
combustion engine in use in these ves- 
sels are not capable of developing bat- 
tleship speed, and in the event of their 
being discovered and chased, they must 
resort to cunning to escape capture and 
destruction. It will not be long before 
more speed engines are built and in- 
stalled in these boats, but until that 
time they can rest quietly in the deep 
or swim under a whole fleet of battle- 
ships with practically no fear of detec- 
tion.” 

“The big handicap against which the 
modern submarine has to contend today 
is the matter of speed. While a bat- 
tleship may steam at a rate of 22 knots 
an hour, the present type of engine on 
the submarine only permits of a maxt- 
mum of 12 knots on the surface and 
about 10 knots under water. In this re- 
spect the submarine is far behind the 
battleships. They may be towed by the 
squadron, but in this event one or more 
of the fighting ships is held behind. 
When an engine is devised which will 
speed the submarine up to the speed of 
surface craft, the surface fighters must 
disappear, for they will have no protec- 
tion from the submarine attack. 


\ ‘Though the 


modern fighting craft, i 


suspecting torpedoes, use wiiat is known 
aS a torpedo net made of steel link, 
When this is in use the speed of the 
vessel is greatly diminished and the 
net is not used except as a precaution- 
ary measure. 


“On the other hand, the latest tor- 
pedoes carry on the ‘nose’ what is 
known as a torpedo net cutter, which 
is in the form of a spear-shaped knife, 
which, driven into a net with great 
force, Cuts its strands. A second tor- 
pedo can be sent with such accuracy 
as to penetrate the hole made by the 
lirst, in the event that the firat torpedo 
dces not wreck the vessel. 

‘‘No vessel is immune to the subma- 
rine attack, for even the fast torpedo 
boat destroyer cannot maneuver with 
sufficient speed to escape the terrible 
torpedo attack from the underwater 
craft, nor can the location of the sub- 
marine be discovered by any known in 
strument or means at the eommand at 
the battleships. A submarine mav 
creep Within 100 feet of the keel of the 
vessel she expects to destroy, and es- 
cape the force of the explosion. 

“The submarine, proceecing at a rate 
of 10 miles per hour, may not cone up 
to the surface to taks her bearings. She 
can do this by the small reiiscope {rr a 
period of 36 hours. Consequently, the 
nation. which first puts her submarines 
into action will be he undisputed 
tor on the sea.” 


Allies Well Eanipped. 

In speaking of the types and number 
of submarines known to be owned by 
ine various Governments, Lake said 
that while Germany has kept her pro- 
gram and number of submarines a se- 
cret, she has bullt many. When she 
decided to discard the original type and 
build her own, experts from the Lake 
company here were called into consulta. 
tion and gave much advice to the Ger- 
man inventors and constructors, and it 
is the prevailing impression that while 
France is credited with having the larg- 
est number, Germany is at least a close 
second. England also has a large nur 
ber, and there are altogether assembte1 
about the North Sea about 76 belonging 
to the various nations. 

The Lake company has furnished Rus- 
sia and Vabeta with submarines, and 
has also acted in an advisory capacity to 
the JYerman constructors. England, 
though originally buying eight of the 
older type from the United States, has 
lost six of them, and those of the more 
modern type have been constructed, un- 
der the Vickars Sons and the Maxim 
company, using many of the Lake de- 
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vices.

Lake declared forcibly that the subma- 
rine was the greatest factor in naval 
warfare today, saying: “This war will 
show ‘that the battieships are absolute- 
ly useless. The result of the war will 
largely depend on submarinés and it will 
be a waste of money to build more bat- 
tleships, provided submarines can be en- 
gined with devices that can carry them 
into position with a speed equal to that 
of the surface craft.”

“There are holes in the ceiling of the 
nave, and sparks began to fall through 
them into a great heap of straw, 10 
feet high and 20 vards long, which the 
Germans had piled along the north 
aisle. We tried to catch the sparks in 
our hands as they fell. and such of the 
German wounded as were able to walk 
helped us. But the first spark that fell 
on the pile set it blazing. 


Thirteen Left Behind. 

“There was time to think of nothing 
but getting out the wounded. They 
screamed horribly. We carried many 
of those that could not walk, while 
others dragged themselves painfully 
along to the side door in the nortn 
aisle. Those who had only hand and 
arm wounds helped their comrades. We 
got out all except 13, whose bodies Iie 
here now. 

“When at last [ came out of the 
flaming building, [ found the whole 
body of wounded huddled _ together 
around the doors. Opposi to them 
was a furious, hostile crowd of civilians 
and a number of soldiers, with their 
rifles levelled. 

“] sprang forward.

“We put Lincoln's words forward,” 
says the Spectator, ‘“‘not for immediate 
needs, but because they are so wise and 
stimulating, and because at the moment 
people will really listeri on a question of 
universal service.”

NOGALES, Sonora, Sept. 2. 

PROCLAMATION of _ revolt 

against Gen. Carranza, first 

chief of the Constitutionalist 
army, was published here yester- 
day. It is signed by Jose de J. 
Sanches. 

“Gen. Villa has refused to recog- 
nize the traitor Carranza,’’ the 
proclamation read, “and has or- 
dered the mobilization of his vet- 
eran troops to move on the capital.” 

After paying tribute to Villa, the 
proclamation added that his efforts 
were supported by Gov. Maytorena 
and Gov. Manuel Castilla Brito of 
Campeche. 

This proclamation preceded Gen. 
Villa’s statement and was the first 
announcement that villa was in 
open revolt against Carranza.

GEN. VILLA’S ARMY 
IS MOVING SOUTH 


EL PASO, Tex., Sept. 24.—Gen. Villa, 
now in open revolt against Carranza, 
first chief of the Constitutionalists, to- 
day rushed his forces south from Juarez 
and Chihuahua City to meet what was 


reported to be a strong force of Car- 
ranza soldiers moving north from Aguas 
Calientes and Zacatecas. 

Gen. Villa has abandoned his expe- 
dition to assist the Mayretona revolt 
in Sonora. 

According to official estimates, Villa 
controls nearly 40,000 troops. Maytorena 
has mobilized about 6000 troops, mostly 
Yaqui Indians, in Sonora. 

Carranza’s force comprises the uni- 
fied force of Gen. Pablo Gonsgales, his 
Eastern divisional commander, proba- 
bly numbering about 30,000 men, and 
those of the West Coast troops under 
Obregon that participated in the entry 
of the national capital. 

Gen. Villa’s Statement, 

Gen. Villa’s statement, in which he 
asserted that besides Chihuahua and 
Sonora, Zacatecas and a part of Coa- 
huila, Carranza’s native state, had 
joined in the uprising, was received 
here as follows: 

In view of the attitude of Ven- 
ustiano Carranza, which has been 
the cause of great injuries to our 
country, and since he could never 
govern a republic nor make happy 
a country which aspires to a real 
democracy, a country wuaich wants 
to have a government emanating 
from the people subject to an in- 
terpretation of the national feel- 
ing, we have been obliged to re- 
nounce him as commander in chief 
of the Constitutionalist army in 
charge of the executive power; and 
we have declared hostilities, being 
disposed to fight until the last, un- 
til he is forced to abandon his pow- 
er and place the same in the hands 
of the real representatives of the 
people, who are disposed to remedy 
all evils of the republic and to di- 
rect it through the proper roau of 
progress and well being. 

We are not in favor of personal- 
ism, but we are defenders of prin- 
ciples, and consequently we will not 
fight against any other of the chiefs 
who have contributed to the down- 
fall of the usurper Huert ., our dif- 
ficulties being against the person 
of Venustiano Carranza. The State 
of Sonora, Zacatecas and a part of 
Coahuila have seconded up to the 
present our attitude, and shortly 
we will. be joined by adherents from 
other localities. Gen. Obregon wil] 
leave tonight for El Paso, Tex 

FRANCISCO VILLA. 

Since the lifting of the embargo about 
a week ago, Gen. Villa has been said 
to be importing large quantities of 
arms and ammunition. 


Incidents Before the Break. 
Gen. Obregon, who commands the 


Division of the Northeast of the Const- 
tutionalist army, went to Chihuahua to 
co-operate with Villa in settling local 
troubles in Sonora. They appeared ty 
be working in harmony, Obregon sign- 
ing Villa’s demands for reforms at the 
national convention. 

A few days ago, however, the Consti- 
tutionalist furces under Gen. Benjamin 
Gil and the troops under Gov. Mayto- 
rena, friendly to Villa, clashed, and a 
bridge was blown up near Nogales. This 
infuriated Villa, who immediately or- 
dered 5000 troops to invade Sonora ani 
restore order. Gen. Obregon took issue 
with Villa as to the best method of set- 
tling the quarrel and a heated argu- 
ment ensued. Later the two men went 
to a dance together and the quarrel 
seermned to be over. 

In the meantime published reports 
were current that Villa actually had ar- 
rested Obregon. It was this which 
reached Carranza. An American con- 
sular agent, who interviewed Gen. Obre- 
gon the day after the quarrel, which 
occurred on Sept. 12, did not find Obre- 
gon ill-disposed toward Villa. 

Just what developed subsequently, 
however, is not yet known to officials, 
although advices to the State Depart- 
ment from its agent pointed out how 
determined Villa was to control the con- 
vention or put his reforms into effect 
by force. Secretary Bryan went to 
Asheville, N. C., last night for a few 
days rest. Robert Lunsing, counsellor, 
will be Acting Secretary in his absence.

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STEVENS EMPLOYE 
USED IN HIS DEALS 
AS A’STRAW MAN 


James Bailey, a Carpenter, 
Signed Many Notes as an 
Accommodation and Says 
the Face Amount Will Ex- 
ceed $5000, the Value of 
Property He Owned. 


FARMER TELLS OF 
VISIT AT NIGHT 


Says Realty Dealer Called at 
10 P. M. to Sell Him Two 
Mortgages of $2400 That 
He Has Found Are Worth- 


less. 


Beverly C. Stevens of 5280 Washington 
boulevard, the Clayton real estate deal- 
er, who is charged with embezzlement, 
used his carpenter as a ‘‘straw man” 
in several real estate transactions whic. 


will be investigatéd when the grand jury 
meets at Clayton, Oct. 12. This was dis- 
closed today when Henry Mehler, %S 
years old, a Sappington farmer, applied 
for a warrant charging Stevens with de- 
frauding him of $2400 on Aug. 14. 

Stevens’ “straw man’’ was James Bai- 
ley of Pine Lawn, St. Louis County, 
whose name was used in two notes 
which Stevens gave to two clients last 
month. The first transaction disclosed 
was the one with Mrs. Bertha Han- 
peter, 70 years old, of Kirkwood, and 
resulted in Stevens’ arrest last Friday. 
The other was with Mehler. 

Bailey Admits Signing Novotes. 

A. H. Kiskaddon, attorney for Bailey, 
today told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that Bailey had signed many notes and 
papers for Stevens “as an accommoda- 
tion, without knowledge what the pa- 
pers were for.’’ Bailey has no idea of the 
umounts of notes to which his signature 
has been attached, but he is satisfied 
they will exceed $5000, which is the value 
of the property Bailey owns. Bailey 
las conceded his property will be taken 
from him by innocent purchasers of 
notes, and Kiskaddon said no effort 
v.ould be made to save it. An effort will 
be made to save a home which Bailey 
ave his aged mother, Mrs. Christiana 
Fre'ss, with whom he lives at Pine 
Lawn. 

Kiskaddon said Bailey signed the pa- 
pers when his employer, Stevens, 
slapped him upon the back and sai, 
“Sign this for me, Bailey, will you? 
You are the straw man rnd will incur 
no liability, but you will be doing me 
a favor.’’ 

Stevens began using Bailey as a 
“straw man’ after Bailey began doing 
general carpenter work on _ various 
houses controlled by Stevens in St. 
Louis County. He was much seen about 
Stevens’ office in Clayton and many 
residents believed he was connected with 
Stevens’ office. Kiskaddon said Bailey 
never became suspicious of Stevens’ lib- 
eral use of him as a ‘‘straw man” until 
Stevens filed his assignment about two 
weeks ago. 

Stevens Visited Farmer at Night, 

Mehler said he bought four deeds of 
}trust, totaling, $3600, from Stevens about 
five years ago. He was about to retire 
to bed at 10 p. m. on Aug. 14, last, when 
Stevens drove up to his house in an 
automobile. He said Stevens declared 
the parties, who gave two deeds for a 
| total of $2400, wanted to take them up. 
'Stevens said he had $2400 in other secur- 
ities to give Mehler in their place. 

Mehler had the utmost confidence in 
Stevens an when Stevens took $4 from 
his pocket and harded it to Mehler in 
payment of interest on the other two 
deeds of trust totaling $1200, the aged 
farmer surcendered $2400 deeds of trust. 


Carpenter's Name pn One Note. 
Stevens took the two deeds of trust, 


Miller said, and gave him in return two 
notes, one for $1700 signed by Richard 
and Ada Darnell and another for $700 
signed by James Bailey, the ‘‘straw 
man.’’ 

Mehler declared Stevens asserted the 
deeds of trust covering the Darnell and 
Bailey notes were being recorded, and he 
would mail them to Mehler as soon as 
they were recorded. 

Mehler never received them and when 
Stevens was arrested, the aged farmer 
hurried to Clayton to investigate his ti- 
tles. He could act find any deeds of 
trust in the Recorder's office covering 
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asked for a warrant against Stevens, 
thinks he has lost $1700.

Blackman borrowed $2500 
from Frank Tegethoff, now one of the 
appraisers of Stevens’ property, to pro- 
tect himself from foreciosure. Black-

Offending Companies. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—The Clayton 
anti-trust bill, second of the adminis- 
tration trust legislative measures, is 
ready for final consideration of Con- 
gress after many months of delibera- 
tion in both houses. 

Conferees agreed upon their final re- 
port yesterday, completing a measure 
that is a combination of features of 
both Senate and House bills. 

Primarily the bill would, as urgently 
suggested by President Wilson, punish 
individual officers of corporations vio- 
lating thé trust laws of the country. 
Any director, officer or agent of a cor- 
poration violating the anti-trust laws, 
or who might aid or counsel such vio- 
lation, will be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $5000, or by tmprisonment not 
exceeding one year, or both. 

Interlocking Directorates Barred. 

Important changes made in the meas- 
ure as it left the Senate relate to inter- 
locking directorates and exclusive con- 
tracts. The conferees restored the House 
section prohibiting interlocking directo- 
rates of bank directors with an amend- 
ment to provide: 

That from and after two years fol- 
lowing the passage of the act no per- 
son shall at the same time be a direc- 
tor or other officer or employe of 
more than one bank, banking associa- 
tion or trust company which has depos- 
its, capital, surplus and undivided profits 
aggregating more than $1,000,000, the pro- 
vision to be applicable only to banks in 
cities having a population of more than

Chief Justice of Missouri Su- 
preme Court Tells Lawyers 
That an Evil Does Exist. 


———— 


Interest in the third day’s session of 
the Missouri Bar Association, held at 
the Glen Echo Country Club, centered 
‘this afternoon+in an address on ‘“‘The 
Law’s Delays’ by Judge Henry Lamm, 
Chief Justice of the Missouri Supreme 
Court. Judge Lamm has been elected 
president of the Bar Association. 


Two addresses were delivered at the 
morning session. One was by Judge 
John F.. Philips of Kansas City, who was 
for many years a Federal! jurist, and the 
other was by Hampton L. Carson of 
Philadelphia. Judge Philips gave remi- 
niscences of dead lawyers of Central 
Missouri, and Carson spoxe on the ““Ev- 
olution of the Independence of the Ju- 
dictary.”° 

The final meeting of the association 
will be at the Planters Hotel tonight, 
where a banquet will be given. Martin 
W. Littleton of New York will speak on 
“The Will of the Feople.”’ 

Publicity — “pitiless publicity’ — was 
urged by Judge Lamm as one of the 
remedies for the law’s délays, which he 
said had existed for many hundreds of 
years. He said that he saw in the 
agitation against the law’s delays the 
inspiring spectacle of a free and alert 
people taking an interest in their own 
affairs. He told the lawyers that they 
should be glad that a mighty protest 
has gone up against the law's delays, 
and that the public mind is bent on 
searching out a remedy, and that one is 
being hammered out on the anvil of 
public opinion. 


An Evil Does Exist. 
He declared that it would be a great 


pity if all the fine zeal for reforms spent 
itself In agitation. All agreed, he sald, 
that an evil existed. The Judges on 
the bench knew it, he said, and they 
knew that delay in justice often mean 
Genial .of justice. . 

Judge. Lamm asserted that the great 
bulk of delays arises in the trial courts, 
and not in the Appellate Courts. It was 
a popular notion, he sald, that the de- 
lays resulted from deficient laws, but 
this was not true. He would not say 
that the laws could not be improved so 
as to bring about speedier trials. If the 
present laws were interpreted liberally 
and enforced with vigor, there would be 
reasonably speedy trials now in Mis- 
souri. 

“Give me right-minded attorneys,’ 
eald Judge Lamm, “whether they be 


[to determine whether a written opinion 
was necessary, and the statute ought to 
be repealed, he said. 

The enormous records filed in nearly

Supreme Court Behind. 

Judge Lamm said that there was very 
little delay in the Supreme Court in 
criminal cases, in original proceedings, 
and certain other cases which the Con- 
stitution or statutes required be given 
precedence. But he said the Supreme 
Court has been behind with its docket 
for # years, and that when a ltigant 
now appeals to that court his case has 
to sleep on the general docket about 
half as many years as Jacob served for 
one of Laban’s daughters before it 1s 
put on trial docket for hearing and sub- 
mission. 

Judge Lamm opposed the proposition 
recently advanced to make the three 
Courts of Appeais—St. Louis, Kansas 
City and Springfield—branches of the 
Supreme Court. He said that there 
should be at least two more Supreme 
Judges, and that the Appeals Courts 
should remain as now constituted. 


The constitutional privisions requiring 
written opinions {n all cases, and that 
statutory provision requiring courts to 
write a statement of all cases, were re- 
sponsible for much of the delay, Judge 
Lamm said. The Constitution ought to 
be changed to give the court the power

Judge Lamm discussed trial judges, 
attorneys and litigants at some length, 
and suggested that Judges nominated 
free from party primaries and elected 
separately from political elections might 
improve the quality of Judges, Much 
of the cause of the delay rested upon 
the lawyers themselves, he declared. 
The crying need was for more diligence 
on the part of lawyers, for lawyers 
who would not resort to lies to gain 
continuances or change of venue. Liti- 
gants themselves were not blameless, he 
asserted, because many were them-~ 
selves eager for delay. 

He suggested that the trial courts in 
Missouri should be required to report 
to the Attorney-General or the Gov- 
ernor, after each term, the state of 
their dockets, number of sults brought, 
undisposed of, gone to judgment by trial 
or default, continuances for cause and 
by consent, time taken to reach a trial, 
cases held up by motion, demurrer or 
under advisement and the cause of it.

I challenge the author of this editorial to prove 
the truthfulness of his charges. The Socialist read- 
ers of the Post-Dispatch, as well as multitudes of 
others who believe in your honest, independent 
motto, “Truth above all,” would certainly appre- 
eflate if you would come out with facts showing 
‘that Socialist representatives in the European 
‘parliaments have been fostering militarism at any 
time, under any circumstances. 

I also challenge him to quote, not the opponents 
of Socialism, but their leaders, their spiritual fa- 
thers and grandfathers, like Bebel ani Liebknecht, 
who spent years in prison for their anti-militaris- 
tle propaganda; Jaures, who was murdered for his

UNPAD THE REGISTRATION LISTS. 

Both the Election Board and Circuit Attorney 

Harvey seem to appreciate the importance of 
charges made relative to registration irregulari- 
ties. In the Sixteenth and Nineteenth wards 
astonishing numbers of registered negroes at sin- 
gle addresses are charged for Republican benefit 
and in the Fifth ward of hoboes and other tran- 
sients for Democratic benefit. It is said that 58 
putative voters went onto the books as residing at 
one dwelling on Morgan street. 
The inquiry to ascertain the facts should be 
thorough.

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A PROHIBITION OLD DOMINION. 

With populous towns recorded in the affirmative 
and a total majority of astonishing dimensions, 
Virginia, mother state of port-consumirg presi- 
dents who also were not averse at times to punch 
of good quality, votes for state-wide prohibition. 
Old Virginia {s thus shown to be of one mind on 
the subject with West Virginia, which two years 
ago reached the same decision by 92,342, a tre- 
mendous majority for so small a state. 

State-wide prohibition continues, accordingly, 
to be one of the most remarkable of the move- 
ments of the South. Belief that it had come to its 
turning point with the rejection of the issue in 
Texas is not sustained. In addition to Virginia 
and West Virginia, we now have Oklahoma, Mis- 
sissippi, Georgia, Tennessee and North Carolina 
in the “dry” column. In November of this year 
new legislation goes into effect which will reduce 
the number of saloons in the District of Columbia 
at least by one-half. 

A large Southern area of course is also under 
local option laws, which are the favorite form of 
prohibitory legislation in other sections of the 
Union, thongh Maine, North Dakota and Kansas 
have state-wide laws. In 1913, the “dry” territory 
included two-thirds of the total area and 46,029,- 
760 of the population of the United States. Vir- 
ginia’s action and the steady spread of local option 
undoubtedly increase the figures to more than 70

The fact that this increase is due in 
large part to liquor interests’ defiance of regu- 
latory laws and attempts at political domination 
carries a lesson. 
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DON’T SHAME 8T. LOUIS! 

The decision of the St. Louls “Buy-a-Bale” 
Committee to use the relief fund in its hands 
buying cotton “at market prices,” instead of at 10 
cents a pound, fs fraught with menace to this city’s 
reputation. The plan should be abandoned in- 
stantly. Any contributors unwilling to pay 10 
cents a pound should have their money returned. 
The relief movement should not be made an 
agency to gain profits for speculators. It cannot 
be, without shaming St. Louis before the nation. 

Nowhere else—and the movement is now na- 
tion-wide—has anybody suggested a departure 
from the first purpose of the movement. That 
purpose was and is to prevent a panic break in 
cotton prices by taking “distress” cotton—bales 
grown by poor small farmers—off the market as 
fast as it comes in, relieving their actual distress 
and relying on financially stronger growers to 
hold their crop long enough to compel a return 
tc normal prices. 

Although the movement is philanthropic, the 
fact that it deals with a commodity brings in a 
commercial factor which must be considered. 
Provision must be made for carrying charges such 
as storage and insurance. To assure the original 
intent of maintaining the price of cotton these 
charges must be guaranteed. Purchasers should 
undertake them. 

The American people’s generosity in buying 
over 200,000 bales at 10 cents a pound, and the 
possibility that the movement may take up a mil- 
lion bales at that price between now and Christ- 
mas has already impelled foresighted commercial 
buyers to enter the market and pay as high as 
8 and even 9 cents for small quantities of the 
best middling grade. 

The 10-cents-a-pound standard must be main- 
tained. It would be abominable to buy cotton at 
ruinously cheap prices and hold it for sale at a 
profit. it would defeat the whole purpose of the 
movement and turn it into a sordid mockery.

THE WEED IN WAR. 

From the Pittsburg Garzette-Times. 

Members of the New York Anti- 
Tobacco League, and especially their 
active and occasionally obnoxious 
president, Dr. Pease, will hardly be 
pleased to hear of the formation of 
the Blue Cross Society in London, 
which is corhposed of children whose 
object is to collect smoking material 
for convalescent soldiers. Kipling 
once remarked that “you can’t get 
out a newspaper without tobacco,’ 
and it would seem that the weed is 
about as ssential in conducting a war. 
Correspondents have sent us a graph- 
ic picture of Gen. French walking 
along the military lines in France 
calmly smoking a cigarette as if 
merely inspecting his troops on peace- 
ful parade. The regular allowance 
from the commissary department for 
each British soldier includes a weekly 
supply of tobacco. During the Boer 
war one of the Christmas presents 
from royalty to the troops was a pipe 
for each man in the ranks. French 
soldiers seem more fond of cigarettes. 
in which they indulge at every op- 
portunity in camo and on the march, 
with the approval of their officers. 

In the face of such facts an anti- 
tobacco propaganda founded on the 
alleged baleful effects of the weed is 
bound to have hard sledding. It is 
true that many a doctor, with sound 
reason, advises a patient to give up 
smoking, but the chances are that 
same doctor, as he issues his virtual 
prohibition, has a cigar or cigarette 
in his mouth at the time. The layman 
can only conclude, therefore, that to- 
bacco is not an absolute evil, but ea 
gift of the gods that must be used 
with discretion. Soldiers who havs 
been accustomed to smoking would 
find it a real deprivation, that migh’ 
affect their efficiency, to go without 
it, while those who have never used 
tobacco would be better off if they 
never tried it.

ARCTIC CAPTAIN 


Skipper of Polar Bear, Return- 
ing With Scientists, Says He 
Saw No Trace of Explorer. 


By Associated Press. 

NOME, Alaska, Sept. 24.—The power 
schooner Polar Bear, Capt. Louis Lane, 
which left Seattle April 3, 1913, with a 
party of scientists and hunters, and 
which was frozen in the Arctic near 
Flaxman Island last winter, has arrived 
from the Arctic Ocean by way of Si- 
beria. 

Most of the hunters and collectors left 
the schooner last winter and made their 
way to Alaska seaports overland, taking 
steamers to Seattle. 

Samuel J. Mixter of Boston, repre- 
senting the Smithsonian Institution, and 
George S. Silsbee and John Heard Jr., 
both of Boston, sportsmen, remained 
with the boat and arrived here with her. 

No Trace of Stefansson. 

Capt. Lane, who has had many years’ 
experience with the Arctic ice, gives it 
as his opinion that Vilheljmar Stefans- 


}son and two companions, who left Mar- 


tin Point March 22, heading north over 
the ice in search »f new land, will never 
be heard from. In his voyage along the 
Alaska and Siberian coasts, Lane kept 
a lookout for cairns which Stefansson 
and his companions might have built, 
but no trace of the missing explorer was 
seen. 

The Polar Bear was off Wrangell Is- 
land before the Karluk survivors had 
been taken off by the schooner King 
and Wings. There was open water clear 
to the island at one place and Lane 
could have landed easily, but this open 
water made nim feel sure that some 
other boat had preceded him and take» 
the men away. 

Ten Large Whales Taken. 

The Boston men will leave for Seattle 
by passenger steamer in a few days. 
They say they enjoyed the winter in 
the ice. The Stefansson boats were 
frozen in only © miles away and the 
explorers visited one another. 

The Polar Bear took 10 large whales. 


Capt. Joe Bernard, who brought in the 
little wooden gasoline schooner Teddy 
Bear to Nome from a five-year hunting 
and trading trip in the Arctic the day 
before the arrival of the Polar Bear, 
stated that he feared Stefansson and 
his two companions would never be 
heard from. Bernard said that Stef- 
ansson, whom he met and had on his 
ship for atime, expected to reach 
Banksland to the eastward, but the ice 
was moving continuously to the west- 
ward, so that if Stefansson and his two 
companions ever set foot on shore again 
their first land would be Siberia.

Buy-a-Bale Commiftee Does Not 
Intend to Pay 10 Cents a 
Pound for All. 


R, W. Upshaw, cotton expert, asso- 
Cilated with the Buy-a-Bale Committee 
of the Business Men’s League, explained 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
it is not the intention of the committee 
to pay 10 cents a pound for cotton, ir- 
respective of the ruling market price, 
but to stimulate the market by buying, 
from time to time, at the prevailing 
prices. 

The $50 a bale received from purchas- 


ers under the buy-a-bale movement is 
to be Used to pay for a bale and the cost 
of storing and insuring it. This cost 
has not been figured out, but, according 
to Upshaw, is estimated to be about 
$1.25 a bale for storage and $1 for insur- 
ance for a year. Anything left after 
the cotton has been purchased, stored 
and insured, will be returned to the 
buyer. 

With the cotton exchanges closed, the 
market price is arrived at in the differ- 
ent centers by gathering information of 
sales of spot cotton through the coun- 
try and adding to the sale prices the 
freight cost. 


Price Is Sustained, 

Members of the Buy-a-Bale Commit- 
tee said today that the campaign was 
having the effect that had been antici- 
pated and that during the two weeks 
since it started cotton prices had ad- 
vanced more than 2 cents a pound. 

Some cotton in Texas has sold as high 
as 91% cents a pound, which is the rec- 
ord for the season. Missouri cotton has 
sold as high as 81-8 cents. These prices 


than the best price planters could ob- 
tain before the buy-a-bale movement 
was started in St. Louis. A year ago 
cotton sold at 13% cents. 

The fear of the planters in the South, 
members explained, was that the sud- 
den stopping of the demand from Eu- 
rope would leave them without a mar- 
ket with the result that they would 
have to sell at extremely low prices, 
which would mean their financial ruin 
The buy-a-bale movement, members 
said, by buying cotton would stimulate 
the market and tend to increase the 
price, 

Not to Make a Market. 

The committee yesterday sent to the 
buyers in the South a letter explain- 
ing that it was not the intention to 
enter an active market for the cotton, 
but to step into the breach and provide 
a market when sales were dragging. 

The committee said in the letter: 

“It is not the wish of the committee 
to buy on excited or advancing markets, 
their part being more to stimulate a 
veak or lifeless one, and with this in 
view, it leaves the buying to your dis- 
cretion. Middling or above that grade 
is the cotton it wishes to buy, and of 
this season’s growth.”’

There were 
enough witnesSes and enough evidence 
to convict the Browns, individually and 
collectively, of murder, for they 
slaughtered the good game Father 
Chadwick wrote. 

They strangled, mangled and fairly 
butchered baseball, and once the man- 
ager gave them the ‘‘gate’’ they scam- 
pered through the dugout like rats run- 
ning from fire. At that they had been 
badly scorched by the hot brands of 
sarcasm hurled from the stand. 

But the storm centered around Rickey 
He did something. never before seen on 
a major-league didmond, although many 
is the time that the fans would have 
welcomed the move.

Kulage Did It in 1909. 


That was in 1909, when Henry Kulage, 
the Lee avenue boniface, fired his whole 
club, the White Seals, because they lost 
three games in a row. Kulage set a 
precedent, but little did he believe that 
Rickey would steal his stuff on the “big 
time.”’ 

It was another case of Rickey’s orig- 
inality and radicalism. Few managers 
would have had the nerve to sweep an 
entire team of regulars off the fleld with 
one motion and supplant them with a 
squad of kids, most of whom are un- 
known to the fans. But Rickey threw 
tradition to the four winds and took 
sweet revenge at the expense of those 
ginks who had ‘‘trun’’ him down. By 
losing yesterday the Browns dropped to 
seventh place.
